There is a black and contrary badgeimprinted on 
the memoriall of William Rufacs ; that hee was co- 
vetous and cruell, and rhat he hurdened the peo- 

k with unreaſonable taxes.'So:that your Maje- 
ſtie ſeeth, that whether it be good or evill, thar is 
committed inour life, the memoriall thereof re- 
mainethafter death, And the more high and cmi- 
nentthe perſons, the more regard is had of their 
fas, and the longer will the memoriall of them 
continue, Subſidies and taxes have beene of a 
longtime taken both of the leige people,and alſo 
of che Clergy: asin Kings /ebns time, andin Ed- 
wardthe 3. But it hath b:ca taken eſpecially of the 
Clergy, cither as a — when the King 
hath b:ene angry with them , orupon ſomegreat 
orextraordinary occaſion of need, or for the ef- 
feQing of lome great exployt orſervice. Andto 
that end, there was in King Edwed the thirtd's 
time, aſublidy of 50000.1. levied of the Tem- 
poralty, and Clergy, forthe winning of Calice, 
which long continued Engliſh , fromthe yeare, 
1347. 48,20, of Eaw.z. untothe yeare 1557, the 
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Aſians Onuſtus, ot 
5. of Queene My, the ſpace of 210. yeares, But 
nowvery lately s come into the poſſeſſion of the 
Spaniards by force, for the regaining of which 
Town,I would —_y wiſh my ſelfcin perſo 
and ten thouſand of the Clergy, withthe third 
of all our Livings,for one whole yeare,to be 
imployed for that ſervice : ſo that afterward I 
might be ſpared and cafed. Icannot by any An- 
tiquity find, that ſuch great taxes, and ſublidies 
were yearcly , continually, and doubly thus re- 
quired, or impoſed on the Clergy, as now of 
late they have beene : I find that the Prieſts of 
Egypt under the Law , and by a lLaw in 
that nationever ſithence, werealwayes freely ted 
by Pharaoh,and never to be touchedinany of their 
poſſeſſions , with any taxes or burdens. The like 
Ereadot Baals Prieſts, defended by Iezabel. Fur- 
ther, the Prieſts of the Frhiopians were had in that 
fingular reverence , and eſtimation, that they 
were not only free from all tgxes, but alſoof one 
of them theydid alwayes ulEtochule their King : 
who to this day retaines the name of Presbyter 
Tohy, 1dolatrous Pharaeh: ſent word to Facob, the 
Shepherd , that hee would place him in the fat 
of t land, if hee would come unto him. In 
France, King Philip madea Law, that the Clergy 
ſhould pay no firſt truits. And of late yeares, your 
Majcſties ſiſter , Queene Aury, though carricd a» 
way with the blind ſuperſtition of the time, yet 
had ſhe ſo greata love, and —_—_— the _— 
Clcrgy , that ſhe pardoned a ſubſidy granted to

Theſc broyles being kindled by noble policy 
have beene the greateſt meanes, that theſe great 
enemies have uſed rocompatile the getting ot this 

reatly defired - The Nobles of 7taly ſecrete 
y maintained the tation of the Geelphs and Gi- 
bellm's, becauſe that from that game they reaped 
greatgaines. Our faRious Libelters are maintai- 
ned by ſome great men, tocxclaime agaiaſt Bi- 
thops, and their Livings, becauſe they: may in 
time ſhare their Lands amongſt them. They have 
read nodoubt the booke of politick Nobrlrty, who- 
in thcir praRiſe can imirate ſo well rhe Cameli- 
on's conſtancy, The wiſe Admonitors would 
have B ſhops lands taken away, and given to
